city block, bounded on the south by E. 4th St., 
on the north by E. 5 h S . and on the east by E. 
School St. and the west by W. School St. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD’S present plans are to 
tear down the massive 76-year-old brick and 
frame structure, but leaving the gymnasium- 
auditor.um at the rear of the older section in­ 
tact. It was erected in 1950. 
The board still hasn t dec ided whether to raze 


the old school in the near future or wait until 
voters pass judgment on a $644,000 bond Issue 
to build a new elementary school in the south­ 
east section of town and an 8-room addition to 
Buckeye School. 
What to do with the present Fourth Street 
School site remains a matter of conjecture and 
board members and Supt. YMctor Wood would 
like to hear expressions from the Salem public*

— How important is the position of the United 
“Sates in Africa to Congress0 
~ The tnswer will be provided when debate over 
foreign aid is completed and the vote taken. 
If Congress sc. ports the stand taken by Sen. 
J. W. 
Fulbright, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Rehti ns Committee, aid will he cut off 
to most of the emerging nations in Africa. 
President Johnson is opposed to the Fulbright 
plan because the aid already has been promised. 
He sees a real need for maintaining the U. S. 
¡¡position in Africa. 
Sen. Fulbright wants the President to limit the 
mimber of aid recipients to the total set in 
¡legislation last year. 
The President has the power to go beyond the 
recommended limit in his proposal to Congress 
and he did-by 27 nations. 
The 
large number of countries 
involved 
brought on the debate. 


While a vast sum of money is involved, the 
real issue to be decided is the future of the 
United States in the development of new African 
nations. 
In any cutback, the African nations would be 
first to feel the knife because their aid programs 
are the smallest and could be lopped off in a

The President and Sen Fulbirght agree on one 
point.

A Day In Court 


A report of the freeing of four men accused of 
murder in New York in accordance with 
guidelines esgablished by the Supreme Court's 
Miranda case d e c i s i o n has given more 
ammunition to opponents of the ruling. 
When the men were arrested. New York state 
law did not require the accused to be informed

When that was tossed out, the case had 
to be dismissed for lack of evidence 
Opponents of the Supreme Court's finding are

Giving Their All 


Defense Department figures show a high 
proportion of Negro combat deaths in Vietnam 
Negroes accounted for nearly 18 per cent of 
last year's combat deaths, though they made up 
only 11 per cent of all U.S. troops in Vietnam. 
Pentagon spokesmen say Negroes make up 
nearly 25 per cent of some of the airborne 
combat units 
They attribute this to a high re-enliitment 
rate, educational deficiencies limiting the type of 
other armed service jobs open to them and 
willingness to volunteer for elite combat unit* 
Regardless of the reasons, the fact remains 
that a high percentage of Negroes are dying for 
their country. 
They are carrying on a proud tradition that 
originated when Crispus Attucks, a Negro, was 
one of the first three men to be cut down by 
British bullets in the Boston Massacre March 5, 
1770. as pressure was building for the American 
Revolution.

WASHINGTON — It’s about time this whole 
apy story came in out of the cold. The Central 
Intelligence Agency may have thrown in a few 
coppers for “ cover” and “ front” action. But 
CIA’s expenditure is penny 
and two poker compared w.th 
the millions being spent by 
American labor to do CIA’s 
and the State Depths tasks 
around the world. 
A rough estimate, from the 
inside, has it that U S. labor 
chiefs have poured some *50 
million of their unions’ money 
onto the international front 
since the big war ended in 
the whimper of 194' 
This is no typgranhical error — 1 mean $50 
million This gold flow goes into organizat.uns 
virtually unknown to our citizenry — outfits 
whose delegation* have become the new jet set.

Ababa one week and in Karachi's Hotel Metro- 
pole a few months later 
They’ve operated from the tip of Manhattan 
to the tip of Chile.

Workers Federation, the International M^al. 
workers (Detroit, Mexico City, Caracas, Gene­ 
va, Frankfurt and on to Tokyo 
l'he *. n a ­ 
tional Telephone and Telegraph secretariat, the 
International Oil Workers Federation, etc., etc. 
Most active is America's <nly labor leader 
ever to be profiled bv William Manchester, 
meaning Walter Reuther. not George Me-nv. 
Reuther and his younger brother Victor hedge- 
hoD the world. 
In a few weeks Reuther will fly to the head­ 
quarters city of most international planning— 
Brussels. That’s where the action is. That's 
where the ICFTU l s . 


THE CIA has been charged with contributing 
a few pennies to this ICFTU — one of the most 
effective infiehters 
nst the Communist ap­ 
paratus If the ICFTU leaders took the money, 
they're greedy 
TTiey've gotten millions from the AFL-CIO. 
Literally 
This money pours in on its Brussels head­ 
quarters at the rate *f •on*» 
oon a w^ok I 
have seen records of $650,000 given “ on the re­ 
cord” by the AFL-CIO to the I CFTU from Julv 
1. 196.1 to June 10, 1965. and this has been 
going on for decades. 
This money spring* from the $3 million spent 
abroad annually (and on its International Af­ 
fairs Dept i by the AFL-CIO 
Furthermore there are at least 20 affiliated 
national unions with similar international de­ 
partments — sc h a- the Un ted Auto Wo:!, rs. 
The Reuthers are authorized to spend the inter- 


est of its mammoth strike fund on such action 
ranging from its home city to Tokyo. And the 
strike fund stood at over $53 million on Dec. 
31. 
Much o? the foreign affairs money is spent 
by the UAW International Free World Labor 
Defense Fund. It goes underground in Spain 
and overground to help Domei, the AFL-CIO's 
counterpart in Japan. 


And why should the American unions not 
spend such money? The Soviets’ World Federa­ 
tion of Trade Unions, located in Prague, spends 
more. And the Chinese Communists are not t >o 
busy

tives across the world. 
Just to pick one Communist objective, the 
Dominican Reoublic, as an example, there is 
the case of Ju’io Pena Valdez, secretary gener­ 
al of the left wing labor federation Foupsa- 
Cesitrado. 


I.AST DEC. 21. Senor Pena Valdez was ar­ 
rested at the Santo Domingo airport. He had 
just jetted in from the WFTU “ congress” in 
Budapest.

Jan. 20, the 14th of Jure Movement accused 
Valdez of “ losing” $10 000 saving he should 
have hnd $13.000 on him when arrested 
There is Fernando De La Rosa — Fotnsa- 
Cesitrado Secretary of Education — who was 
arrested in Venezuela also as he returned from 
Budapest — though by a circuitous route The 
Venezuelans returned him to the Dominican au­ 
thorities along with the documents found sewn 
into his clothing The«e papers turned out to be 
detailed plans for the launching of guerilla 
warfare Inside the Dominican Republic. 
There literally are thousands of such cases — 
and have been all over Europe. Africa and 
Asia. 
Somebody had to match the Soviet Union at 
first and Peking later. So the labor movement 
did — and at least Willy Brandt. Foreign Min­ 
ister and Vice Chancellor of the West German 
Republic; Kenneth Kaunda. president of Zam­ 
bia; Habib Bourguiba. president of Tums.a; 
President Guiseppe Saragat and Deputy Prime 
M'nister Pietro Nenni of Italy owe their lives 
and high positions to the American labor m ove­ 
ment.

Maybe the Johnson administration doesn't re- 
lize it, but the bombshell thrown into the public 
forum by the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights 
could bring about a defeat for the Democratic 
party in November 1968. 
The commission demands e l i m i n a t i o n 
throughout the country of “ racially imbalanced 
schools” — defined as those "in which Negro 
pupils constitute more than 50 per cent of the 
total enrollment.” 
The solution favored is the assignment of 
Negroes only to schools in which at least half 
of the pupils are white. The disturbance that 
could be felt by communities from such a 
move, along with the open-housing legislation 
also urged by the commission, would provoke 
considerable resentment at the polls. 
The commission's report to the President 
could not have occasioned more surprise than 
If it had recommended as a means of correct- 
ng “ racial imbalance” that intermarriage be­ 
tween whites and Negroes he accelerated so 
their childrei wor.'d tend to be more equal in 
mental achievement 
Among the findings of the commission is a 
flat statement that “ school attendance in racial 
isolation ge^rntes attit:dns rn th» ^art of both 
Negroes and whites which terd to 
alienate 
them from members of the other race " 


ONE OF THE recommendations made by the 
commission is the following; 
“ Congress should establish a uniform stand­ 
ard providing for the elimination of racial iso­ 
lation in the schools.” 
But it is significant that the Civil Rights 
Commission expects the states to administer 
the reform. The commission add.' 
“ At the same time, it is clear that the res­ 
ponsibility shoud be placed upon the states, 
rather than the individual school districts The 
states, and not individual comm'inities alone, 
have the capacity to develop and implement 
plans adequate to the objective “ 
It Ls conceded that not much can be accom­ 
plished without cooperation between no ghboring 
communities. It is pointed out that the states 
have the authority and means for securing 
cooperation “ by consolidating or reorganizing 
school districts or by providing for appropriate 
joint arrangemi nts between school districts.” 
The federal government would come directly 
Into the picture by providing money to Imple­ 
ment such programs 
Presumably, federal fund> would be withheld 
from states which did not conform to the stand­ 
ard 
All this contradicts the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, which prohibits measures being taken to 
correct ‘ rac:al imbalance.” 
The Civil Rights Commission apparently ha« 
com** to the conclusion the federal governmen' 
must interpose its power and influence to brine 
about “ racial balance" in the schools as well 
as in the communities. 
One of the recommendations of the commis­ 
sion i« that the Department of Housing and Ur­ 
ban Development should be given the following 
re«Donsibility: 
“ Reqirre rs a condition for approval of anpli- 
ations for low-and mod rate-inrome hous:ng 
protects that the sites will be selected and the 
projects planned in a nondiscriminaton manner 
that will contribute to reducing residential ra­ 
cial concentrates and eliminating racial isola­ 
tion in the schools.” 


THIS IS just a part of a comprehensive set 
of recommendations which the Civil Rights 
Commission has submitted to President John­ 
son, who now will have to decide for himself 
whether to support the commission or repudiate 
its findings 
Certainly the electorate will be told during 
the campaign that a victory for Democrats in 
the president>al as w 1! as in the ennvres ona' 
elections will mean a signi cant step toward 
enactment into 'aw of the recommendations 
made by the Civil Right* Commission. 
This is the kind of issue which affects not 
only national hut also local elections. 
The victory of the Republicans last Novem­ 
ber in a large number of state legislatures and 
governorships may be directlv attributed to the 
wave of opposition which has arisen in the 
electorate against conformity b\ coercion.
